Jury Deliberates Six 
Hours Before Return- 
ing Verdict of Guilty 
Without Mercy. 


WIFE, SMALL SON 
HEAR FATE SEALED 


Murder Termed One of 
Most Brutal in History 
of Fulton County 
Courts.

Death in the electric chair at the 
state prison farm in Milledgeville on 
August 5 was the sentence pronounced 
on Harold Hammond. local mill work- 
er, Thursday afternoon. for the mur- 
ders of Mrs. Lottie Belle Ingram and 
her infant son on February 4 in the 
Ingram home on Ashby street. 

This sentence was pronounced by 
Judge John S. Wood, of the Blue 
Ridge circuit. who presided at the 
trial in the absence of Judge G. H. 
Howard. in. thé second criminal divi- 
sion of Fulton superior court. _ 

The jury returned a verdict of 
guilty without tecommendation for 
mercy at 3151 o'clock after delibera- 
tions of more than six hours, receiving 
the case at 9:30 o'clock, following 
Judge Wood's charge. 3 

Défendant Stoical. 

Hammond received the verdict stoi- 
eally and without signs of emotion. 
His wife and 77-year-old son, Harold, 
Jr. who sat at the defense table 
throughout the trial, were in fhe court- 
room but were not at his side when the 
verdict was read by Assistant Solici- 
tor E. A. Stephens, who prosecuted 
the case for the state. 

After excusing the jury upon the 
return of the verdict, Judge Wood 
asked defense counsel if it had any 
statement fo make. Attorney Harvey 
McGriff told the court that he wanted 
to move for a new trial upon the 
grounds that the jury had not been 
polled and that the verdict was ren- 
dere] purely on tircumstantial evi- 
dence. The judge remarked that he 
hac asked for a statement from the 
defense and the time for the filing of 
a motion for a new trial would be 
after sentence was passed.

Third, to enjoin the commission 
from acting in pursuance of their 
authority as stipulated in the radio 
control act. 

WMSG is a 
“wave length jumper,” Commissioner 
Caldwell explained to the United 
News. Originally it »foadcast on 
1,470 kilocyeles, the commissioner 
said. Shortly before the radio act 
was passed the station jumped to &..

In Regard to Lindbergh’s F amily

Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh lost 
himself for 33 hours and found him- 
self magnified in the hearts of the 
world. 

And in this case, as in most others, 
there is a reason. 

More than years ago Dr. and 
Mrs. Land, who might’ have moved in 
the upper circles of Detroit, chose 


instead a small two-story frame house, 
using the upper floor as home, the 
lower as office, where Dr. Land in- 
vested himself complete in the profes- 
sion of dentistry. No hours were too 
late for this pioneer of his chosen 
work: no detail too tedious. He was 
the discoverer of the use of porcelain 
in dentistry; the father of Mrs. 
Lindbergh, and the grandfather of a 
youth whose courage and concentra- 
tion have been reflected in the ad- 
miration of a world. 

Thie little story was revealed re- 
cently by Mrs. William A. King, of 
Dargan place, as she sat in her of- 
fice in the Azoth Circulating library 
in the McKenzie building, and spoke 
of her associations ‘n Detroit, where 
she formerly made her home, with 
Dr. Land, who was her dentist for 
years, and with Mrs. Land's father, 
Dr. Edwin Lodge. Sr, the family 
physician and friend, whose son, John 
> Lodge, is acting mayor of Detroit. 

“IT never knew Dr. and (Mrs. 
Land’s daughter,” remarked Mrs. 
King, as something in her pale blue 
eyes seemed to go back for more than 
30 years to that little two-story house 
with office and its garden beds, “but 
in the recent pictures printed of Mrs. 
Lindbergh I recognize the oval face 
and refined expresSion characteristic 
of “the Land family. 


Lindbergh’s Grandfather. 


“Dr. Land was a highly nervous 
man, irascible and completely self- 
sacrificing in his work. But Mrs. 
Land’s father, Dr. Fdwin Lodge, Sr.., 
Me of the foremost homeopathic phy- 
sicians of Detroit, is the man whom 
I see reproduced in the great grand, 
son. He was one of nature's gentle- 
men.” 

Since Lindbergh startled a world

| with his exploit thousands have looked 
at the blonde-haired boy with his 
nerve and his quiet poise and tried to 
see beyond his comparatively slight 
span of years to the reason why. In 
speaking of the Swedish, English and 
Celtic strains that are merged in the 


Lindbergh blood, a current publica- 
tion says: “In this heredity it should 
not be difficult to trace some ascetic 
strain which impels young Lindberen 
merely to touch with his lips the 
sparkling vintages poured out for Lim 
by his French admirers, and to ex- 
hibit no interest in the schemes with 
which he is bombarded for the sordia 
commercialization of his fame.’ 
“He gets a lot of ‘Irish’ from my 
mother’s side,’ wrote Mrs. Lindbergh 
in a recent series of recollections giv- 
en the United Press, showing her con- 
viction like that of Mrs. King that 
the innate refinement and courage of 
this wonder boy have come to him 
from that tall, straight doctor of 
years ago who was the physician and 


friend of the people of Detroit. 
Lindbergh’s Great Grandfather. 


“In Lindbergh I see the reflection 
of the same high ideals which domi- 
nated the life of Dr. Lodge,’”’ said 
Mrs. King. “He practiced medicine 
until his death, standing throughout a 
long peried of service at the very top 
of his profession. He was generous 
to a fault, and as one of his sons 
Once remarked, ‘never nad anything 
because he gave everything away.’ It 
lias been said that he never kept a 
record of his  patient’s bills. but 
trusted to their honesty to pay. 

“With characteristic courtesy and 
consideration of a physician he en- 
deared himself in the hearts of his 
community. In Lindbergh this gentle 
ness is unmistakable, as has been 
demonstrated by his attitude toward 
his mother, and his remarkable ability 
to span the barriers of custom and 
prejudice and find a place in the 
hearts of all people.
